She was freed two weeks ago,

He declared that he did it 
because of her condition and for the 
pood of her children, who had been 
suffering from lack of care in their 
mother's absence. 


At the time of her release, Wrend 


paid $1,000 on his wife's line.

The Juvenile Court And 


Delinquency 


T 


HE .Juvenile Court is an institution 


intruded to deal constructively and 


mercifully with those problems of human 
welfare which 'oolong pspo-cially to early 
odi)losconfp. 
It come? to the rescue of 


youth when other acrencies— the home, 
tho church, and the school— are for one 
reason or another no longer adequate; 
ami it seeks by intelligent and sympa- 
thetic study of every case to bring to 
boar every assistance that society has 
to offer for the reconstruction and re- 
direction of young lives. 


Because publicity is avoided in this 


work in the interest of those who come 
under the jurisdiction of the court, many 
of our citizens do not fully comprehend 
the meaning of its procedure, and as a 
result do not interpret sympathetically 
its decisions. 
It must be constantly 


borne in mind that the work of this 
court is not meting out punishment, but 
discovering and removing causes of de- 
linquency; that its work is preventive 
rather than punitive. 
In other words, 


the question the court asks of delinquent 
youth is not so much "wh,at have you 
done?" as "in what direction are you 
going?" 


Everyone knows that in cases of juv- 


enile delinquency as in all the other 
aspects of our social life, nothing is sim- 
ple. 
Kvery case is complicated. Health, 


heredity, education, home surroundings 
and training, companions, recreation, vo- 
cational training are all factors in every 
ca-ir- that comes before the court. 


Ktvause the work of this court is so 


divtTMned and so complicated (for it 
I'i'jils with cases of neglected and cle- 


iii nd^nt children as well as with delin- 
i]ik-ncy) social workers secured from a 
recent legislature the enactment of a 
law providing for the appointment of a 
Hoard of Child Welfare to assist 
the 


.judge in all cases affecting children and 
youth. 
In Pane county such a board 


was appointed hy Judge Uoppmnnn in 
August, 1910. It consists of T. C. Pur- 
cell, county probation officer, who is cx- 
officio chairman, and three women who 
serve without pay and who give what- 
ever time and attention the work re- 
quires. 


This hoard, therefore, has quasi-legal 


powers; very often cases are probated to 
it; it investigates and supervises moth- 
ers pension eases ; it receives from the 
police-women information of cases need- 
ing help. 
The county nurses report to 


it case:! occurring in the county of ne- 
glect ud children or children unable to at- 
tend school on account of home condi- 
tions, or children needing medical or 
surgical attention. 
In short this board 


seeks to lighten tlv burdens of an over- 
crowded court by getting at facts in ad- 
vance of court procedure, of sifting and 
organizing information and offering sug- 
gestions as to the best, disposal of cases. 


One of the fundamental principles un- 


derlying juvenile court procedure is that 
no record of such cases is given publi- 
city; and no boy or girl appearing before 
it is to be discredited in later life, nor 
stigma attached to him by reason of one 
early misstep. But because concrete il- 
lustrations are always most effective, 
and because, unfortuna'eiy, some publi- 
city has already been given in one case 
wo take the liberty of reviewing this 
case as an interpretation of the work 
•of t ho Juvenile Court. 


This is the case of a girl of 16, who 


came to Madison from an adjoining town 
/.ml whi> upon her own admission had 
Become delinquent; she was rescued and 
set i.n the right path by one of our city 
policewomen. Her mother, her pastor, 
her chief of police, and a former district 
attorney of her town were consulted and 
after a careful investigation in which all 
the facts were attested in court, she was 
placed on probation to the policewoman 
who had so patiently and sympathetical- 
ly followed up her case. A home was 
tfouncl for her after some difficulty where 
the utmost kindness was shown her; 
where she was given the best of train- 
ing and a chance to attend the vocation- 
al school, and though inexperienced in 


house work, a weekly wage of five dol- 
lars. She broke her probation in 'a mo- 
ment of childish irresponsibility and was 
brought back according to law and re- 
instated in the home whose 'kindness she 
was glad again to accept. And with the 
full knowledge of her mother who came 
to Madison and was given all the facts in 
the case. 


In other words, here is a striking in-. 


stance of constructive, careful, patient 
work in behalf of youth; a work requir- 
ing much tact, intelligence, good will and 
experience. It is the greatest kind of 
civic and social service and the confi- 
dence and cooperation of our citizens 
should be freely given to .those who are 
carrying it on with such conspicuous 
fidelity and success.

XOESSIVE spending of money is now 


the habit of the once frugal German 
people," says Mrs. Hedwig Leser, in- 


structor in the German department at Indiana 
university who recently returned from Europe. 
The chief reason for this change, Mrs. Leser 
explained, is the rapid depreciation of the 
mark. 
J:i August the mark dropped in value 


until it took 1,600 to equal one dollar of Amer- 
ican money. The daily question of every man 
and woman in Germany is "How much is the 
dollar this morning?" 


The more frugal Germans invest their money 


a? fast as they get it, she snid, in articles of 
commercial value, such as rugs, paintings, or 
.intii'iups, but many squander their earning", in 
eating and drinking. 


The housing situation is very acute in Ger- 


many at the present time. Rents are so low 
that it is not profitable to build new dwellings, 
and old ones are neither repaired nor painted, 
so that all of the towns bear a dingy aspect. 
Rent? cannot, be increased because the govern- 
ment., thru a special committee, controls vent 
of all houses. Each family is allowed a kit- 
chen and living room, and a bedroom for each 
mi'mber of the family. 
In some cases the head 


of tho family is allowed to retain one room as 
a private office. 
All others must b« rented at 


a. price set by the government. 


Clothing, china ware, antiques, rugs, silver- 


ware and paintings are excessively cheap and 
it has become a fad among the better class 
of people to collect the finer pieces of ware. 
Original etching's can be purchased there at, 
one-thirteenth the price paid in America, Mrs. 
Leser asserted. 


In remarking about the German school girl 


Mrs. 
Leser said, "She seems intensely inter- 


ested in many things, but not ir. her looks, for 
you never see a German woman use- a powder 
puff in public."
